Wyoming had better wait for the privi 
lege of Statehood until she has at leas! 
two people to the square mile to enjoy 
it. But the Wyomingites won't have it 
that way, and with the exception o: 
Gnv. Moonlight, every individual of th 
90,000 is for Statehood. The Illinoisan 
or Nebrasban who attempts to cough 
down a Wyomingite with the argument 
that Wyoming hasn't population enough 
to warrant Statehood will be confronted 
with the fact that Illinois was admitted 
with less than 45.000 population, Ne- 
braska with 60,000, Colorado with 64, 
000, Oregon with 40,000 and Minsissip- 
pi, Arkansas, Missouri, Alabama and 
Louisiana with about 50,000 each. The 
Wyomingite will also proudly advance 
the argument that the credit of Wyom 
ing is better to-day than that of half the 
States; that the Territorial bonds 
cently issued for tha building of pnblic 
buildings sold in Chicago at a premium 
o( 10 per cent.

The subject of irrigation w now ex- 


citing EO much attention that the fol- 
lowing extracts from a letter written by 
Senator William M. Stewart to a per- 
sonal friend in San Francisco will be 
of interest: 


I have written an article on irrigation 


which will appear in the March number 
of the Fornni. I may find time to write ^ 
another article on the same subject cov- ( 
ering more gronnd and introducing new 
phases of the question. I regard the

If tbis were djne and 
soluble laws passed whereby title could 
be easily acquired, our enterprising oit 
izen* would combine, construct tha nec- 
essary work aud reclaim tbe land.

tirely similar to that of India, uud its 
possibilities are immense. Our popula- 
tion, from natural causes aud immigra- 
tion, is rapidly iucrtasing and a larger 
urea of agricultural territory is required. 
The importance of this question is ap- 
parent when we lake into consideration 
the fact that nearly all tbe public lands 
of the United Stutts are situated in the 
arid reyions.
